Administration, said agents were waiting when a single- 
engine Cessna aircraft landed at the Kenedy Airport 
Tuesday night. Kline said the marijuana, valued at $100,000 
in raw form and $1 million on the street, was carried aboard 
the plane in a dozen fiber sacks. 


Beach Bill Seen 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Rep. Joe Salem introduced a bill 
Wednesday to guarantee free access to public beaches 
through state parks where entry fees are charged. The bill, 
Salem said, allows citizens to pass through state parks on 
their way to public beaches without paying the fee charged 
those who use the park’s facilities.

Tax Repeal Asked 


AUSTIN, Tex (UPI) — Texas should repeal the 5 per cent 
sales tax on newspapers and magazines, says Rep. Buck 
Florence, D-Hughes Springs. “ Both the United States and 
Texas Constitutions guarantee freedom of the press, but the 
current tax on these items seems to be in conflict with the 
assurances made in both documents,” Florence said. 
“ Newspapers and magazines are a service more than a 
commodity They are often sold as single issues, and the 
sales tax they generate is comparatively low- in relation to 
the time and effort spent in collection
